LONDON, Ont., Sept. 1.—(Canadian Preas)—Right Hon. Arthur Meighen, prime minister, will + + 
recommend early dissolution of the Canadian house of commons and a general election before the new | 
year. This was his message to the people of London and to the people of Canada, delivered before * * 
an audience of some 3,000 people in the Grand Opera House tonight. 

The announcement, which had been awaited with anxiety by all sections of the Dominion, came 


as a surprise to all but a few of the prime minister's hearers. But when the premier 


announced 


that he considered it the proper thing to recommend early dissclution and a general election, ap- 


plause rang through the theatre. 


Re-distribution could not be carried out within a reasonable time, the prime minister stated. 
The census returns would not be complete, it had been announced, until December, and that would 
mean another twenty months or so of indecision with regard to tariff matters. 

Canada could not get settled down to business unless the tariff problem was settled. The real 
chailenge to the government, he said, came from the Farmers’ party, which demanded free trade. That 
their policy was wrong he was certain, and he was equally certain that it would be proved wrong by 


developments. 


A revision of the tariff in Canada was due and overdue. 
of the tariff was the big, imperative question before the people of Canada today.
